Difficulties of agreeing on 
the linkage issue were high- 
lighted during the weekend by 
unofficial reports that Israel’s 
idea of self-rule for the West 
Bank and Gaza would be 
substantially different from the 
American and Egyptian inter- 
pretation of the Camp David 
accords. 

The report broadcast by Is- 
rael radio quoted a senior of- 
ficial as saying the proposed 
autonomous council for the 
West Bank and Gaza would 
have no legislative powers and 
that its authority would derive 
from a continued Israeli mili- 
tary administration. 

The Camp David accords 
staled that “the Israeli mili- 
tary government and its civi- 
lian military administration 
will be withdrawn as soon as 
a self-governing authority has 
been freely elected by the 
inhabitants of these areas.” 

The possibility of Israel tak- 
ing this stand seemed certain 
to make it harder than ever 
to persuade West Bank lea- 
ders to join in discussions on 
implementing self-rule. 

Premier Khalil, meanwhile, 
was quoted Sunday in the se- 
mi-official Egyptian newspa- 
per “AJ -Abram" as saying his 
current talks in Washington 
marked a “continuation of the 
peace process.” 

“We do not consider the Eg- 
yptian -Israeli peace negotiations 
have been suspended." “Al- 
Ahram” quoted him as saying. 
He added: "Egypt is trying to 
find the proper framework for

Doctors believe Boumedienne 
may be brought out of coma 


ALGIERS, Dec. 3 (Agen- 
cies) — Sixty- two medical spe- 
cialists are now attending Al- 
gerian President Houari Bou- 
medienne, in a coma (or the 
past two weeks, and a medi- 
cal bulletin Saturday night said 
doctors think he could recover 
conscious ness. 

The bulletin said his con- 
dition was stable. Informed 
sources said doctors had found 
two blood clots on the presi- 
dent's brain. 

The brief bulletin said an 
electro-encephalography exa- 
mination showed the presi- 
dent’s brain signals to be be- 
low normal. But the agency 
quoted medical sources as say- 
ing doctors believed they mighL 
be able to bring Boumedienne 
out of his coma. 

Independent medical sour- 
ces. however, said Boume- 
dienne was not expected to re- 
cover, but could be kept alive 
for many weeks with the help 
of a formidable battery of 
survival machines flown in 
from the United States and 
Western Europe. 

Boumedienne was stricken 
two months ago with a malign- 
ant form of Waidenstroem’s 


disease, a rare blood disorder 
accompanied by disintegration 
of bone marrow, kidney tissue 
and other vital organs. 

The international team at- 
tending the president includes 
doctors from the United States, 
the Soviet Union, China, Bri- 
Tain. and West Germany. 

The official Algerian press 
Saturday mentioned for the 
first time an "after Boume- 
dienne" period. 

Informed sources said that 
the Council of the Revolution, 
Algeria's ruling body, had 


recognized the need to appoint 
a successor. 

In the event of the presidents’ 
death, a new one must be ap- 
pointed within 45 days. There 
is no provision, however, for 
a president incapacitated by 
illness. 

Saturday Algerians were told 
that the president’s illness 
would not affect the strong 
personal and financial support 
that he has given to Polisario 
Front guerrillas fighting for

1 he council is 
made up of representatives of 
13 Muslim countries and the 
Arab League and will 

select a representative 
from a 14th country 

Monday on the recommenda- 
tion of" the Organization of the 
Islamic Conference (OIC). 

OiC Assistant Secretary Ge- 
neral Zafar ul-Islam told 
“Arab News” Sunday that the 
Saudi donation covered 20 per 
cent of the budget envisaged 
for the first stage of the foun- 
dation's activity — “an indica- 
tion of the profound interest 
the Kingdom is taking in Is- 
lamic causes and the affairs of 
the organization", which was 
formed on the initiative of 
King Faisal. 

Aims - 

The foundation aims to “ge- 
nerate greater scientific and 
technical research in Muslim 
countries oriented toward the 
needs and environment of Mus- 
lims.” For the first phase of 
activity toward this objective, 
Zafar said. S50 million is nee- 
ded. 

The money is expected in 
donations from member states 
and in grants from the Islamic 
Solidarity Fund as well as 
gifts from organizations and 
individuals. The Saudi donation 
is the first to be made. 

Projects 

In promoting scientific re- 
search and technical education, 
the foundation intends to 
undertake the building of 
scientific institutes, to supply 
equipment and staff to existing 
centers, to subsidize technical 
education and to initiate pro- 
jects.

Heykal said this was be- 
cause the problem should be 
seen in an Arab-Israeli context 
—not merely an Egyptian-ls- 
raeli context. 

"I think to reach a peace ag- 
reement all the parlies to me 
problem should be there...

Bogota and its legion of the lost,picking garbage 


BOGOTA, Dec. 3 (APJ — 
The old woman clutched im- 
patiently at a large bone. Fum- 
bling, she managed to drop it 
into her burlap bag. U was 
another day for her a ad 229 
other unionized rag-pickers at 
Bogota’s biggest garbage dump. 

The sun has not yet burned 
off the early morning fog at 
(he mile-square dump each 
day when the men, women 
children and buzzards swoop 
on the first garbage trucks. 

Being first to sift through 
the refuse is important. The 
slow ones, like the old woman 
with ihe arthritic hands, earn 
as little as $7.50 a week. The 
young men make as much as 
$12. Colombia's per capita 
income is only $650 a year. 

The rag-pickers formal their 
union in 1961. Each of the 
230 members pays the union 
the peso equivalent of 50 cents 
a week for Che right to poke 


around in the garbage for a 
living. The union also charges 
undisclosed sums to private 
(rash collectors who come to 
buy bones, bottles, cans and 
cardboard retrieved from the 
dump. 

The scavengers get about 
three cents a pound for bones, 
which are used for making 
glue. Recyclable cardboard 
brings about a penny a pound. 
Aluminum cans are worth 
about two cents a pound, and 
some bodies which can be 
used again at factories bring 
a little more than haif a cent 
each. 

The dump belongs to the 
Bogota Public Services Depart- 
ment. Us garbage collectors, 
have the right to operate the 
durqp as a business enterprise. 
The garbage collectors’ union 
•charges the jag-pickers' union 
$1,000 a month for the right 
to work, tibe dumps. 


A 2g-year-oid man, had 
looked for work for months 
before following the sugges- 
tion of a friend to work at 
the dump. He has now been 
a unionized scavenger for th- 
ree years. 

The dump has become a 
rendezvous for some of Bo- 
gota’s moM. down-and-ahnost- 
out.

try's past and present commun- 
ist rulers. 

Mao and the Cultural Re- 
volution which he promoted 
have been attacked during the 
past two weeks of the cam- 
paign, but posters put up dur- 
ing the weekend support him 
and the present leadership.

central Peking Hotel said.

Venezuela expects 90%tumout 
in 5th straight general election 


CARACAS, Venezuela Dec. 
3 (AP) — Venezuelans began a 
ten-hour election early Sunday 
in presidential and congres- 
sional balloting to pick suc- 
cessors to President Carlos An- 
dres Perez and his five-year- 
old government. 

About 90 per cent or more 
of 6.2 million registered voters 
above 18 years of age were 
expected to turn out at polls 
across the country. . -Results 
might not be available until 
early Monday, bipartisan elec- 
toral officials said. 

Long Hues of voters formed 
at most of 18,000 voting tables 
where army troops were sta- 
tioned to guard the democra- 
tic outcome of the fifth suc- 
cessive presidential election 
since 1958. Voting is obligato- 
ry. Some one million new vo- 
ters from age 18 to 23 were 
registered for the first time. 

Of ten candidates to suc- 
ceed Perez, who cannot run 
for re-election until 1988 un- 
der electoral laws, Luis Pine- 


rua Ordaz of the ruling De- 
mocratic Action (AD) Party 
and Luis Herrera Campins of 
Social Christian Party (COP El) 
were given the best chance to 
win. Polls showed them run- 
ning neck and neck in the 
waning days of a rowdy, ex- 
pensive and lengthy, but non- 
violent election campaign. The 
elected president will assume 
office in March, 1979 for a- 
five year term. 

Voters also chose a' new 
183-member Chamber of De- 
puties, a 42-member Senate and 
20 new state legislatures. .. 

The AD won elections in 
1959 and 1964 while COPH 
held office from 1969 to 1974. 
President Perez returned power 
to AD with a landslide victo- 
ry in 1973 and has governed 
since March, 1974. 

Perez, who becomes a life- 
time member of the Venezue- 
lan Senate, launched a vigo- 
rous foreign and domestic pro- 


gram during his period in of- 
fice. He nationalized the oil in- 
dustry, played an important 
role in OPEC and spent bil- 
lions of petrodollars in an ef- 
fort to industrialize the coun- 
try.

He 
said Sunday that lack of economic coordination among the 
Arab' states of the Gulf has led to a great dissipation of resour, 
ces in the area. 

Sheikh Saad is on a 19-day tour of the region, and we 
hope that he will carry (his message along with him to the 
nest of the states on his itinerary. Equally important will be 
a positive response by bis hosts to his cai] for a concrete policy 
of economic unity. 

Sheikh Saad has made an impassioned plea for some kind 
of arrangement to halt the waste of Arab resources in the Gull 
As be put it himself, he has chosen to prolong his visit to 
Saudi Arabia so that this time he may reach a positive result 
rather than a “mere understanding" of what should be done. 

Arab economists and sincere laymen have been advocating 
some sort of economic council of the Gulf states to decide 
just what the region meeds by way of industries. The idea 
was that if Kuwait had a sprawling cement plant, Qatar should 
go for something else. 

The opposite has been happening. We have now more 
airports and ports in this small part of the world than we 
could possibly need for some time. 

Perhaps Sheikh Saad’s visit to other Gulf stales will suc- 
ceed m driving home the concept of economic unity among 
the ruins of the region. They already have a great deal m 
common. Thk has been said so often before that it has 
become a tired cliche. But it is a fact of life in this part 
of the world where, despite the common bonds and potentially 
common interests, the sovereign states in the region appear 
to go it alone with little or no regard for each other. 

K some form of common economic interest is to emerge, 
then the issue ought to be fata at thehigh«t M Sheikh 
Saad would do well to take the opportunity of his tour to 
advocate a summit conference of all the Gulf niters with he 
dearly stated objective of greater unity at all levels. 

The Gulf region is too rich, too important and too vuln- 
erable to be left in such a state of disunity. 


A QUESTION OF TIME 


Should anyone still doubt Soviet intentions in the Middle 
East, a look ax events along Bab al Mandeb straits this year 
would prove instructive. 

Two lands that formerly functioned as states, with a semb- 
lance of national identity and economy, disappeared in (978. 
They were replaced by creations of the Soviet Union. 

It was m character for the Soviets to provide Mengistu 
Haile Mariam with defoliants in thfe waning days of the 
Eritrean war. Reports filtering out from that defeated land 
speak of the vengeance of the Dergue unleashed, of terror, 
murder and wanton destruction. Not that the Soviets could 
be bothered with such “domestic affairs.* Tbeir interest in 
Eritrea has always been as narrow as the beachline of the 
Red Sea. If the rest of Eritrea disappears in a wasteland of 
despair, do one in the Kremlin is likely to lose any sleep. 

A similar scorched earth policy seems to prevail on the 
other side of the Red Sea la the Soviet military camp that 
used to be known as the Uadramaut of the Yemen. One of 
the more perverse intrigues an the bloody history of Soviet 
tyranny was played out in the Yemen last summer. Judging 
by what little news filters out from Aden, and the hinterland, 
it would seem that few Yemenis are willing to stay on in the 
service of Aibdul Fattah Ismail- Instead, we hear of Cubans, 
Russians, East Germans and even a dutch of Mengistu & sol- 
diers taking up residence. 

No one imagines these Communists expatriates arriving 
with briefcases (aside from the occasional attache holding a 
bomb). Communist acquaintance has brought Ethiopia and 
South Yemen -bankruptcy. It j$ one thing for a revolutionary 
to sweep aside an old economic system in favor of a new one. 
Even Western politicians are tempted at times to follow that 
course of leadership. But in the case of Messers Mengistu 
and Ismail, what little economic structure existed has been 
obliterated to make way for the military adventurism of their 
Soviet patrons. That is not economics; fc’s nihilism. 

The people of Eritrea and South Yemen, foil owing the 
established practice of people subjected to Communism, have 
voted with their feet. As many as 300,000 Eritreans are now 
living in refugee camps of Sudan. Salem Rufaaya All, who 
crossed Ismail by attempting to induce some economic sense 
into South Yemen and died for it, complained last year that 
over one million of his countrymen had fled abroad. The 
figure defies belief; the implication smacks of the truth. 

The Kremlin may sleep writ but these refugees do not. 
There is a grief in the loss of a homeland that is profountfly 
felt in the Arab world. You can see it written eternally in 
the feces of Eritreans, of Yemenis, and, of course. Palestinians. 

Like the Palestinians, the peoples of the Straits of Bab 
al Mandeb may be numbed with despair for a time. But if 
Arab history follows suit, that numbness will transform itself 
into a firestorm of anger. Mengistu, Ismail and their Soviet 
a cents aw better off retreating to the Kremlin s walls »n 
Moscow if they countenance a night’s rest. It is only a ques- 
One before the Arab people and land they have viola- 
ted come back as nightmares. 


Rhodesia’s raids into Zambia

LUSAKA— 
Rhodesian raids last month 
deep into Zambia appear io 
have only temporarily diverted 
the attention of nationalist 
guerrillas, based bere from 
their primary objective of es- 
calating the war inside Rho- 
desia. 

There is Little hard evidence 
that the new Rhodesian strate- 
gy of taking the war into 
Zambia in a big way has ser- 
iously crippled the guerrillas 
militarily or will prevent them 
from stepping up their efforts 
to topple the white-led fa ra- 
cial transitional government 
now ruling in Rhodesia. At 
best, jt may have slightly de- 
layed the expected rainy sea- 
son offensive which normally 
ge«s under way in December. 

But most indications are 
that the bombings, like those 
of Cambodia and North Viet- 
nam by the Americans during 
the Vietnam war, are causing 
the guerrillas, and Zambians as 
well, to harden their attitude 
and stiffen their resolve to go 
for a total -military victory. 

Predictably, spokesmen for 
the Zimbabwe African Peo- 
ples Union (ZAPU), which has 
its headquarters here, say the 
raids have spurred guerrilla 
determination -to strike back 
harder than ever before inside 
Rhodesia for tbeir humiliation 
and losses here at the hands of 
Rhodesian bombers and jets. 

The Rhodesian attacks of 
late October and early Novem- 
ber on ZAPU camps deep in- 
side Zambia are reported to 
have resulted in the deaths of 
about 1,000 nationalists, but 
probably less than half of this 
number were battle-ready 
guerrillas. Another 700 to 800 
were wounded. 


Unconfirmed reports reach- 
ing the capital say the Rho- 
desians are still operating in 
small groups along the border 
inside Zambia. 

Despite the bombing of half 
a dozen guerrilla camps and 
supply centers, it does not 
seem the Rhodesians succeed- 
ed in destroying any significant 
amount of arms or ammuni- 
tion, just food, clothing, some 
vehicles and radio equipment. 
They did, however, cripple the 
guerrillas’ communication sys- 
tem and gave them a host of 
new problems to worry about, 
including the defense of their 
own camps. 

Probably the single most 
serious consequence of the 
raids, whether intended or not, 
has been to destabilize further 
the government of President 
Kenneth Kaunda, which is al- 
ready in deep economic and 
financial trouble. They show- 
ed just how vulnerable and 
defenseless Zambia is and 
created new pressures from 
the army and guerrillas on the 
African leader who has shown 
the most restraint and willing- 
ness to talk directly to Rhode- 
sian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith. 

During and immediately af- 
ter the attacks, the guerrillas 
went out of control to the 
point of challenging the Zam- 
bian government's authority. 

ZAPU guerrillas did take 
law and order into their own 
hands around their camps, ar- 
resting and interrogating white 
farmers, and then began shoot- 
ing at low-flying planes. 

Western observers here be- 
lieve the Rhodesians had mul- 
tiple objectives in mind in 
taking their attacks right to 
ZAPU camps on the outskirts 
of Lusaka. First jt is assumed

they sought to upset the tradi- 
tional rainy season offensive 
by ZAPU guerrillas, who were 
expected to infiltrate large 
numbers of new trainees 
ross the Zambezi River 
Rhodesia. 

Second .it is believed 
Rhodesians hoped to pressure 
both ZAP U leader Joshua 
- Nkomo and Kaunda into ac- 
cepting to negotiate with the 
transitional government for 
some kind of settlement of the 
war on terms less than total 
Rhodesian surrender. 

In any case, the raids seem- 
ed partly aimed at bolstering 
the ever- weakening Rhodesian 
negotiating position for any 
future talks with the guerril- 
las. 

Third, it is widely believed 
here the Rhodesians hoped to 
drive a wedge between ZAPU 
and the Zambian government 
and to convince Kaunda to 
crack down on nationalist ac- 
activities bere. 

It does not appear they 
have achieved any of these ob- 
jectives. 

If the Rhodesian raids into 
Mozambique over the past 
two years are any example, 
then it is unlikely these here 
will appreciably slow down the 
guerrilla war. Despite the 
death of over 2,000 guerrillas 
and refugees there, the Zim- 
babwe African National Union 
(ZANU), the oiber nationalist 
force, has steadily increased in 
size and the area under ks 
control inside Rhodesia. 

Nor is there any sign the 
Rhodesian attacks have “sof- 
tened'* Ka unda's attitude to- 
ward negotiations or convinc- 
ed him to pressure Nkomo in- 
to reaching a compromise with 
the transitional government of 
Rhodesia. — IWP)

WASHINGTON — 

An American lawyers asso- 
ciation has issued a controver- 
sial report attacking Israel for 
human rights violations in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

The 143-page report, releas- 
ed by the National Lawyers 
Guild, charges the Israeli gov- 
ernment with employing “re- 
pressive measures to drive Pa* 
jesiinians out of ibe West Bank 
and Gaza with the aim of in- 
corporating those territories 
into Israel." 

The document, based on a 
three-week investigative mission 
by the Guild's Middle East 
delegation in 1977, was presen- 
ted this week to the LJ.S. State 
Department — which itself cri- 
ticized Israel for human rights 
violations in a report issued 
last February'. 

The Lawyers Guild report 
found Israel “in substantial 
violation of the 1949 Geneva 
Convention" governing treat- 
ment of a population under 
military occupation. 

The document cited viola- 
tions of 20 separate articles of 
the Geneva Convention, and 
said “many of Israel’s illegal 
practices are sanctioned by 
Israeli Jaw." 

Among the violations noted 
were: 

— establishment of Israeli 
settlements in the occupied ter- 
ritories; 

— expulsion of Palestinians 
from these territories; 

— demolition of Palestinians* 


mouses; 

— detention without charge; 

— restriction of Palestinian 

economy; and 

— torture of detainee*, 

The report is the first gene- 
ral criticism of Israeli human 
rights violations to be issued 
by a major American iegal 
u. ganizarion. 

The National Lawyers Guild, 
a b.UQQ-membcr organization 
of legal profession*. para- 
professionals and law students, 
was rounded m 1937 and des- 
cribes itself as "a frequent 
critic of repressive governmen- 
tal practices in this country . 
and abroad." 

The Guild supported the 
establishment of ferael in 1948. 

Its report on the occupied 
territories — approved last 
August after a year of debate 
and discussion — concludes 
that (he Palestinians’ right to 
self-determination is “the cen- 
tral issue in the Middle East." 

It calls on Israel “to with- 
draw from the West Bank and t 
Gaza so that an independent 
Palestinian state can be estab- 
lished there." 

The report, released at a 
news conference here Nov. 28. 
has been the target of severe 
criticism from pro- Israeli 
groups — even before the do- 
cument was made available to 
the media. 

The American Jewish Con- 
gress has produced a legal 
panel of its own to challenge 
the report .and has charged 
that the National Lawyers 
Guild has been “manipulated 
to serve the political objectives 


of the Palestine. Liberation 
Organization/* 

At a press conference staged 
to counter that of the Guild, 
the Jewish organization warn* 
buted copied ot a "minority 
report” by Howard

to disagree with the coflwti* 
stems of the majority raj*** 

Dkkstem's paper, which de\ 
fends Israel’s treatment of the 
Palestinians, was rejected by - 
an almost unanimous vote m.

Guild spokesmen wept to

De-Nazification again

WEST BERLIN — 

Next year, the Federal Re- 
public ot Germany must choose 
a new president, and already 
the vicious circles of Berlin 
have devised a new* method of 
selection. Why not restrict tbe 
list of candidates, they say, to 
former members of the Nazi 
Party? The job would then be 
given to the man with the 
lowest party number. 

The way it looks at the 
moment, this is roughly the 
method that will be used. The 
Social Democrats and Free 
Democrats would like nothing 
better than the continuing in 
office of President Waller 
Scheel. Scheei joined the Nazi 
Party in 1942, whether automa- 
tically or on his own applica- 
tion he cannot now remember. 

Scheel’s party number must 
therefore be higher than that 
of Karl Cars tens, the candidate 
of the two rightwing parties. 
Carstens applied to join the 
Nazi Party in 1937 but was 
not accepted until three years 
later. 

Does the past matter? In 
recent weeks a large number of 
politicians, including Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt and ex-

Might it not be offensive, 
not abroad but m West Ger- 
many itself, to choose a man 
like Carstens for the highest, 
albeit no: the most powerful, 
office of state?

Quite by accident, a journa- 
list on a Hamburg newspaper 
came across tbe press-cutting 
and made his own enquiries. A 
couple of months later Troe- 
kes’ allegation was confirmed. 

I> was in the wake of this 
revelation that a former Free 
Democrat, now a CDU poli- 
tician. revealed that President 
Scheel had also been in the 
Nazi Party. 

Now there were Nazis and 
Nazis. There were at one point, 
after all. over 10 million mem- 
bers of the party, not all of 
whom could have been the 
blackest of villains. For those 
who were forced to join tbe 
Hitler Youth after 1937, transi- 
tion to the Nazi Party was 
often automatic, and it requir- 
ed some bravery to get out of 
it. 

Scheel falls into this group. 
Bui ii does seem very odd that 
he cannot now remember whe- 
ther he applied to join or whe- 
ther he was merely informed. 
Most people accept that his 
membership was without signi- 
ficance.

Carstens used to wear the 
“bonbon." the gold p:n of the 
Nazi Party. 

Theoretically, but no*, in fat', 
members of the armed forces 
were supposed to leave the 
party. The ethos of the mili- 
tary was quite distinct from 
that of the Nazis — a problem 
from which Hitler continually 
suffered. 

In the navy u would he 
absolutely un hearted of f>'r an 
officer to wear his party badge 
In the army it was highly un- 
usual. 

To see why a citizen might 
object io Carstens becoming 
president, it is only necessary 
to compare the careers of Cars- 
tens and Troekes at the time 
when their paths crossed. Troe- 
kes bad been painting in a 
style which the Nazis fore hade. 
His art had been exhibited as 
degenerate and confiscated 
by the Gestapo. He had emi- 
grated to Switzerland and had 
been planning to move to Indo- 
nesia when the war broke out. 
He discovered that if he took 
a boat to Indonesia he would 
be interned in Singapore by 
the British. 

At the same time the Nazis 
began threatening hi* father 
in order to force the son to 
return. He relumed and mana- 
ged to stay out of tiie army for 
the firs: year of the war by 
moving continually around tbe 
country'. Finally, he was cau- 
ght and called up. — <G>

Most papers continued to discuss the visit of the Kuwaiti 
premier to Saudi Arabia and his tour of other Gulf states. 
They were unanimous in that the tour is important not only 
in consolidating Saudi -Kuwaiti relations and those of all Gulf 
states, but also to promote the good and wellbeing of the 
Arabs in general. “AI-Medina” said the two countries “have 
pioneered efforts aimed at establishing a total Gulf unity based 
on firm grounds.” Another aspect of tbe visit, according to the 
paper, “is Saudi-Kuwaiti efforts to back up the resolutions of 
the recent Baghdad summit conference to which both coun- 
tries made positive contributions, These were concerned with 
preserving Arab unity and promoting the continuation of a 
constructive dialogue," the paper added. 

Commenting on the opening of the Saudi British Bank 
“AJ-Bitad” said “it is important that the state should super- 
vise the financial sector and this seems to be the case with the 
Saudization of banks operating here.” 

The paper lauded the decision of the government to 
Saadize foreign banks in the interests of the country and said 
that more steps toward dose cooperation between the state and 
the private sector are needed within tbe framework laid down 


by the state for the orderly development of the country. 

“The opening of the Saudi British Bank reflects the ability 
of Saudis to invest wisely and to strengthen tbeir role in re- 
building the country by participating with foreign capital.” 

“At-BOacr* discussed the current Arab-African dialogue 
committee meeting being held in Kuwait to review progress 
since its formation in 1974. 

"The dialogue is important in view of events in both 
regions during the past few years and calls for greater solidari- 
ty between the Arab world and Africa. 

“With tbe Big Powers scrambling for influence and 
friends again, Africa is witnessing exercises in the game of 
polarization- This is also true though to a lesser extent in 
the Middle East. While this poses a threat to Africa, its 
future stability and security, it is also of deep concern to the 
Arabs since several of the recent developments in Africa dir- 
ectly affect the Arab world. This is particularly the case in 
the Horn of Africa where international Communism has 
thrown in its considerable weight to change the status quo 
and upset the balance of power. This is borne out by the

“In view of this, the Arab-African dialogue should not 
be considered a temporary arrangement to achieve some eco- 
nomic ends.

These two groups can, in do it 
cooperation, exercise considerable influence in the politics 
of the region and achieve the same level or success as in their 
economic cooperation.

MAHD AL DHAHAB 
i “We' re all Comishmen here,' 
>aid one of ihe miners as he 
showed us the way. Somehow 
it seemed fitting that men from 
a pan of England steeped in 
legend should be working in 
Mahd A 1 Dhahab (the cradle 
of goU), which is reputedly 
ihe mine worked by the slaves 
of King Solomon some 3,000 
tears tgo. 

Not that Mahd A1 Dhahab 
is in the slightest bit romantic. 
Apart from its historic asso- 
ciations, and of course the fact 
that gold was and is to be 
found here, not much stirs the 
imagination. 

The setting is desert, some 
300 kilometers north of Taif. 
There is a rocky hi’J with old 
mining buildings left behind 
by American miners 25 years 
ago. Nearby sits a small vill- 
age of corrugated iron huts. 
Pi'es of stone and rubble lie 
strewn between the old iron 
structures. Donkeys wander .o 
and fro in front of a huge 
and noisy generator — power 
for today’s Cornish miners. 

It is a depressing and ugly 
’sight — as most mines are — 
but there is gold here. 

Consolidated Goldfieds. the 
t Cornish firm now working the 


site, estimates a minimum, of 
31 tons of gold can still be had 
from Mahd A 1 . Dhahab, Ex- 
traction is difficult, for most 
of the readily-mined ore dis- 
appeared long ago. The hill has 
witnessed at least three gene- 
rations of mining enterprises, 
with Goldfields coming in for 
a fourth try I See this week’s 
“Saudi Business"). 

Whether it was the minions 
of So'omon or some other an- 
cient ruler, the area was in- 
deed mined some 3,000 years 
ago. The shafts and great gul- 
teys cut into the rock by thou- 
sands of slaves can still be 
seen, many of them very deep 
in the hill. Most of the easy 
go ’id was removed in that ge- 
neration. 

About 1,000 years ago, a 
great deal more gold was taken 
out of the mine by Arabs at a 
time when the Arab empire 
was at its Zenith. 

In the early days of Mahd 
A1 Dhahab, mining was a slow 
and laborious business. Many 
basalt grindstones can stilt be 
found on the site, telJ/ng the 
iale of many men grinding 
away at the ore to reduce it to 
dust so that the gold could be 
separated out through a wash- i 
ing process.' The washing was' 
probably done at a : nearby J 


wadi, 'ong since dried up. 
Many men must have died 
hacking away at the rock, 
going deeper and deeper un- 
derground without any of the 
modern aids and safety precau- 
tions found at the mine today. 

Between 1939 and 1954, ^an 
American syndicate extracted 
750.QQ0 ounces of Fine gold 
and more than a million oun- 
ces of silver, reaching depths 
of as much as 200 meters.

Jack Simons, the mine’s cur- 
rent manager, greeted us and 
showed us around.

Plight of the Hai Hong 



Vietnamese refugee exodus highlights corruption

BANGKOK — The battered 
refugee ship Hai Hong, an- 
chored off Maiaysra with 2,500 
paying passengers on board, 
has demonstrated graphically 
that money stiH talks in Viet- 
nam. 

Corruption is widespread 
and, by all evidence, increas- 
ing. 

The vast exodus of refugees 
— about 10,000 were expect- 
ed to flee last month — is 
making it worse. 

The gasoline used in the 
tiny boats comes from a flou- 
rishing black market. with 
Vietnam's military establish- 
ment the chief supplier. Near- 
ly every escape involves bri- 
bery of some son. The depar- 
ture of larger boats, with 200 
to 300 people aboard, is arran- 
ged by middlemen who pay for 
protection. The big payoffs — 
always in gold — involve 
ethnic Chinese in Vietnam and 
Hong Kong and, more impor- 
tant, Vietnamese officials in 
the communications and intel- 
ligence-security branches. 

It is one of the tragic ironies 
of Vietnam that under the 
Communist regime the cost of 
flight has skyrocketed. 

During the corrupt days of 
President Nguyen Van Thieu, 
many South Vietnamese went 
abroad legally, but for those 
’acking proper documents a 
passport, ux clearance and an 
^cit visa could be arranged for 
5500 or less. 

Now the necessary doctored 
papers for a legal departure on 
the weekly Air France flight to 
Bangkok . is reported to cost 
about $3,000. Tbe boat people 
appe- ' • to be paying from 
51,800 to $2,000 per person — 
in gold. . 

Much of this certainly is go- 
ing into' the hands of corrupt 
officials' in Vietnam. . 

The voyage of the Hat 
Hong j — said to involve 55 
million — surely left some 
Vietnamese navy officers as 
well as. civilian and police offi- 
cers in the region of Vung Tau 
considerably better off finan- 
cially; 

The Hai: Hong reportedly 
cruised off the coast of Vung 
Tau for more than 24 hours 
Oct. 24-25 while the refugees 
were broughL. out. It is diffi- 
cult to believe this could hap- 
pen without tbe knowledge of 
some . local authorities. 

Some responsible authorities 
outside • Vietnam . have made . 
the charge that the Vietnamese 


government itself was officially 
turning a blind eye to the re- 
fugees to rid itself of people it 
calls bad elements — particu- 
larly the ethnic Chinese. Re- 
fugee officials say, however, 
that many of the people on the 
Hai Hong are ethnic Vietna- 
mese and that ethnic Vietna- 
mese continue to make up 
about halt the refugee total. 

A senior American official, 
who has been closely involved 
with the refugee problem since 
the fall ' of Saigon in 1975, re- 
fused to believe that the Viet- 
namese government is directly 
mvolved. 

”1 have never talked, to a 
single refugee who reported 
any such collusion,” he said. 
“On the contrary, almost all 
tell of the extreme difficulty in 
getting out." 

On the o'. her hand, countless 
refugees have reported bribing 
people — usually of relatively 
low rank but sometimes senior 
officers — to obtain what they 
needed. Usually it is a travel 
paper for movement to the 
coast. Sometimes the bribery 
starts earlier. In the case of 
former Capt. Tran Van Vinh. 
his wife bribed some officials 
(whom he will not name) to get 
him out of a re-education 
camp. The woman who orga- 
nized Vinh’s later escape bou- 
ght the gasoline from the Viet- 
namese navy. 

There are cases where ti is 
difficult to tell whether the 
Vietnamese government was 
involved and at what level, a 

Panamanian-registered tug with 

engine trouble drifted aground 
on an island near Vung Tau 
la u in October. The radio ope- 
rator of the tug said a Viet- 
namese officer told them they 
could not depart without tak- 
ing 111 ethnic Chinese with 
them.

"For God’s sake!” one re- 
fugee' official said. “Everybody 
knows that for almost two 
years most of the refugees 
have been bribing and paying 
their way out of Vietnam. The 
refugees on the Hai Hong are 
no different from those who 
bribe someone to get out on a 
20-foot sampan. There are just 
more of them,* that's all." 


A party report stated. “Pre- 
sently in both the south and 
the north, embezzlement of 
state, property, bribery, unlaw- 
ful practices and other nega- 
tive-manifestations in state 
organs and society are increas- 
ing in both frequency and 
seriousness.” 


The corruption known to be 
involved in the flight of re- 
fugees is reflected — and offi- 
cially admitted — in most areas 
of life in Vietnam. It appears 
to be more flagrant in the 
south but that is perhaps be- 
cause more eyewitnesses re- 
ports get out. 


There was no mention of the 
refugees, who are virtually ig- 
nored in public reports. The 
reference to banking intrigued 
outside observers, however, as 
it indicated the authorities were 
well aware of the clandestine 
Hong Kong-Saigon gold and 
currency connection. 


The theft of state property 
. — cement, light bulbs, lumber, 
gasoline — is widespread in 
the north. A currency black 
market exists in Hanoi. A re- 
cent .traveler to Hanoi found 
a night spot booming with 
tapes of "Saturday Night 
Fever.” The women who ran 
the place reportedly said, "you 
simply tip tbe public security 
men, what else?" 


The crackdown on Chinese 
merchants early this year dis- 
rupted but did not end such 
financial dealings. Refugees 
have reported that protection 
now has to be forthcoming 
from communications and secu- 
rity officials of substantial 
rank. 


In the south, countless re- 
fugees have reported that cor- 
ruption is as widespread as it 
ever was in the old days of the 
Republic. The Communist Par- 
ty agents who came down from 
the north to take all of the 
■important admin /strati ve posts 
have succumbed to the lure of 
easy money in large numbers 
— and the party admits this is 
a serious problem. 


Even before the voyage of 
the Hai Hong there were re- 
ports that refugee escapes could 
be arranged from Vietnam for 
a price, generally given as 
$5,000, Such an escape network 
does exist, though it is impos- 
sible to say on how large a 
scale, and obviously involves 
payoffs. 


The refugees themselves have 
not been identified. 


- Refugee officials. . already 
swamped in paperwork, have 
not been able to verify the 
story but .are skeptical- 


"You can bet some money 
changed hands along the way. 
one said. 


In tbe middle of 1977 the 
party launched a full-scale cam- 
paign against corruption detail- 
ed in party resolution 228, 
which had been adopted in 
1974 but largely ignored.

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U.S. anti-inflation plan 
is off to troubled start 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 
(A P) — U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter's anti-inflation program 
is off to a very troubled start. 
No matter which way the pre- 
sident turns, he is encountering 
major stumbling blocks. 

The worst of these is that 
inflation in the United States 
apparently is getting worse as 
1978 draws to a close, rising to 
about 10 per cent rather to- • 
the 8 per cent annual rate the 
Carter administration had been 
predating until recently. 

As inflation worsens, it will 
make it more difficult for Car- 
ter to achieve his goal of get- 
ting companies to hold their 
price increases next year to a 
half percentage point below 
their average increase during 
1976 and 1977 — or roughly 
5.75 per_ cent. 

Alfred Kuhn, Carter’s chief 
inflation adviser, now says an 
inflation rate of about 7 per 
cent is probably the lowest that 
can be achieved in 1979. 

He said it is probably too 
much to expect that the ad- 
ministrat : on’s program will be 
. completely successful, saying, 
“what’s likely, it will part 
work.” 

At his news conference Thu- 
rsday, Carter acknowledged 
that he is having trouble carry- 
ing forward such anti-inflat : on 
pledges as slowing government 
-spending to reduce the budget 


deficit io S3U billion or less in 
1980. down from about 540 
billion th : s year. 1 

“l*m beginning to see more 
and more clearly how difficult 
thut will be. but I intend to 
do it.” he said. 

Kuhn told reporters later 
that it may be nine months 
before inflation is slowed. 

Carters program did receive 
support from two major cor- 
porate giants Friday. Both Ge- 
neral Motors Corp. and Ame- 
rican Telelplione and Tele- 
graph said in lellers to the ad- 
ministration that they will 
comply with the price objec- 
tives of the project. 

But there hjve been these 
other setbacks to Carter’s pro- 
gram in the five weeks since 
he announced it:

Discards Maoist dictum 

China seeking foreign capital 

HONG KONG, Dec. 3 (AP) them to own up to 49 per cent announced that factories in 


— China, is moving ahead 
rapidly to pump millions of 
foreign dollars into its moder- 
nization campaign. 

In its drive to become a ma- 
jor economic power by the year 
2,000, Peking has apparently 
discarded the Maoist dictum of 
“self-reliance” which has guided 
the country of 800 million since 
the Communist victory m 
1949. 

In the latest policy reversal, 
Peking has recently told French, 
English and Japanese business- 
men that it may soon allow 


interests in Chinese industries. 
Since 1949, the People’s Re- 
public has refused to permit 
any foreign firm to acquire a 
financial interest in a Chinese 
company. 

In recent months, the Chinese 
leadership has completed do- 
zens of other joint-venture 
deals with overseas firms — 
some involving profit-sharing 
and some involving Chinese 
import of foreign supplies and 
payment in finished goods. 

This week (of Nov. 26), the 
Chinese news agency Hsinhua 


Peking have agreed to make 

more than 40 items for Ameri- 
can, European and Asian com- 
panies including cassette tapes,

EEC expected to okay 
new monetary system 


BRUSSELS, Dec. J (AP) — 
A summit meeung Monday of 
the leaders of nine European 
nations is expected to approve 
a new European monetary s>»- 
lem ihni wjJi bring the mo>i 
major reorganization of West 
European currencies in fr.e 
years. 

The new system will bring 
little Immediate relief from 
constant currency fluctuation' 
to non-Europeans living or 
traveling jn Europe, since ?hc 
U.S. dollar, Japanese yen and 
other non-European currencies 
will not be part of the arran- 
gement.

West led the king of hearts, 
taken with the ace, and 
Forquet ran five chib tricks, 
discarding two hearts from 
dummy. He nexteadwd the A- 
Q of spades, at which point he 
paused to take stock, since he 
had only eleven sure tricks in 
sigbL 

Forquet knew for a cer- 
tainty Oat West had started 
with seven hearts and three 


clubs. West had also followed 
suit twice in spades, so his 
only unknown card therefore 
had to be a diamond or a 
spade. 

If West had a diamond, 
Forquet reasoned, the odds 
were 7-to-l that it would be a 
low diamond rather than the 
queen. Accordingly, Forquet 
led dummy's eight of 
diamonds to his jack, con- 
fident of a favorable outcome. 
But alas. West's only diamond 
was the queen and Forquet 
went down four! 

“DOWN FOUR?," said his 
wife incredulously. "Down 
four,” Forquet replied sadly. 

Later analysis proved that 
the 16-time world champion 
had misplayed the hand! At 
the point Forquet led the 
diamond from dummy, he 
could have assured the slam 
100 percent by playing the 
king from his hand! 

If West showed oot of 
diamonds, it would mean that 
he had three spades and the 
snil was divided 3-3. If West 
followed suit in diamonds, 
even with a low one. the slam 
would still be ice-cold. In that 
case, Forquet would play a 
spade to dummy's king and 
lead the fourth spade back, 
being careful to discard his 
jack of diamonds on the trick! 
That would compel East to 
win the spade and return a 
rfifl/Twid from his theoretical 
Q-x into dummy's A-10.
